ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE. 


The  free  tipping  facilities  and  free  collection  of  household  refuse 
has  again  been  continued,  but  the  sporadic  dumping  of  all  types  of  material 
still  takes  place  in  any  convenient  nook  and  cranny. 

A  jing  to  the  problem  and  increasing  the  difficulty  of  maintaining 
cleanliness  of  the  highways  is  the  amount  of  structural  work  being  carried 
out  to  premises  all  over  the  district.  At  the  sa.me  time  the  improvements 
are  giving  a  new  face  to  the  streets  of  Rishton  and  this  is  being  reflected 
in  the  pride  that  the  residents  are  now  showing  in  their  properties. 

A  further  problem  that  is  still  with  U3  is  the  wandering  abroad  at 
all  hours  are  roaming  dog3  who  are  constantly  fouling  the  pavements  and 
footways . 


SMOKE  CONTROL. 


Industry  has  conti  ued  in  its  progres  .  towards  a  cle;  ner  atmosphere. 

On  the  domestic  front  it  has  been  impossible  to  continue  with  the  programme, 
due  to  the  pressures  made  on  the  department  in  other  directions,  mainly 
grant  work,  but  a  feature  of  the  grant  work  has  been  that  the  Council  insist 
on  the  property  being  smokeless  at  the  completion  of  the  grant  work. 

CLEANSING. 


The  quantities  of  rubbish  removed  still  continues  to  rise  and  the 
peculiar  feature  on  new  housing  estates  is  the  fact  that  garden  refuse  in 
considerable  quantities  is  finding  its  way  into  the  household  refuse.  Indeed 
it  is  not  unusual  for  and  sometimes  5  sacks  to  be  presented  for  collection 
weekly  from  a  single  property.  On  investigation  it  would  appear  that  the 
good  gardening  practice  of  maintaining  a  compost  heap  has  now  be  n  lost. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  when  our  refuse  vehicle 
has  been  off  the  road  for  any  purpose.  Being  a  vehicle  of  a  specialized 
nature  replacementa  sre  not  easy  to  come  by  and  the  men  have  sometimes  been 
asked  to  work  with  a  vehicle  that  was  not  entirely  satisfactory  for  the  purpos 
for  which  it  was  intended. 

Tipping  facilities  have  been  extended  this  year  to  include  a  railway 
cutting  alongside  the  existing  tipping  area  in  readiness  for  the  levelling 
and  seeding  of  the  existing  tip. 


POOD  PREMISES . 


There  has  been  no  introduction  of  any  new  Pood  Manufacturing 
premises  during  the  year.  Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  of 
existing  food  handling  premises,  and  it  is  found  that  the  ready 
co-operation  given  by  the  food  handlers  has  been  readily  maintained.

IMPROVEMENT  GRAFTS  (cont.) 


Applications  have  come  in  at  a  fast  and  steady  rate  during  the 
whle  of  the  year.  Unfortunately  the  building  trade  has  expanded  so  rapidly 
that  the  capital  of  the  b  iiders  involved  has  been  stretched  to  the  limit 
and  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  maintaining  the  standard  of  work 
due  to  the  introduction  of  many  unskilled  employees  who  are  expected  to 
carry  out  skilled  work.  During  the  course  of  the  works  difficulties  have 
been  experienced  in  maintaining  the  general  tidiness  of  the  area,  but  the 
benefits  are  seen  at  the  completion  with  the  new  pride  that  the  residents 
feel  in  their  homes.  The  time  in  now  right  for  the  areas  themselves  to  be 
improved,  which  would  give  the  residents  further  cause  for  pride  in  the  areas 
in  which  they  live.
